Prior art relied upon but not made of record is U.S. Patent No. 5,762,926. Patent 
No. 5,762,926 discloses a method of introducing a generically modified donor cell that 
could establish gap junctions or other contacts with target cells (see Figure 1, for 
example). U.S. Patent No. 5,762,926 discloses that the genetic modifications include 
gene transfer (see Abstract) and the donor cells are cells which are known in the art to 
express connexin 43 (see claim 25, for example). However, U.S. Patent No. 5,762,926 
does not teach or suggest that small oligonucleotides with the specific size limitations as 
recited in Applicant's claims are delivered to target cells.
